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DETAILED ACTION 

1 This action is responsive to the amendment filed on October 20, 2003. 

2 The cancellation of claims 8, 10-11 and 15-17 is acknowledged. Pending claims are 1-7, 
9, 12-14 and 18. 

3 The rejections of the claims under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) and 102(a), are withdrawn because 
of the applicant's amendment. 

4 Claims 1-7, 9, 12-14 and 18 are allowed. 

STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

5 The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The amended claims now recite a method for coloring hair to a red shade which 
comprises contacting the hair with an aqueous composition comprising from 0.1% to about 10% 
of non-nitrogenous chelating agents, from about 0.01% to 5% of an oxidative dye of p- 
aminophenol, from about 0.01% to 5% of an oxidative coupler of 4-amino-o-cresol and water. 
None of the prior art of record (US 5,958,084), (US 6,045,590), (US 6,004,355) and (US 
2002/0147268 Al) teaches or suggest a method for coloring hair to a red shade using a coloring 
composition as described above. Accordingly, the claimed subject matter as a whole would not 
have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art of hair dyeing formulations.
